preference to the fullest possible ex- 
tent.

Tonight the food administration an-

shipments. 
The situation is further 


complicated by demands of the war 
and navy departments for preferential 
rights for the movement of their sup- 
plies. 
At the offices of the priority 


committee no one would say what 
materials would be given preference, 
and some- officials suggested that the 
whole question might be taken up for 
decision by the recently organized war 
council, comprising department heads 
and chairmen of the various govern- 
ment boards and commissions.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 30. — Gov- 


ernment control of imports, just put 
into operation by President Wilson, 
will be used to its fullest extent, it 
was niade known tonight, to force the 
release to America at fair prices of 
war supplies now held by other coun- 
tries under embargoes. 


In a statement outlining an import- 


ant policy, the war trade board, which 
has organized a bureau to license im- 
ports, makes it clear that countries 
receiving? American exports are ex- 
pected to reciprocate 
by 
shipping 


more freely tho commodities needed 
by the United States from abroad to 
prosecute the war successfully. 


"Control of imports, says the state- 


ment, "was made effective by the al- 
lied governments many months ago, 
the necessity therefor having become 
obvious if the resources of each were 
to be most effectively utilized for na- 
tional 
and 
international 
demands. 


With the organization of the bureau of 
imports of the war trades board, the 
requisite machinery has been supplied 
for increasing the importation of cer- 
tain indispensable commodities pro- 
duced abroad. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—Prep- 


arations for greater governmental aid 
in adjusting labor supply to war needs 
were put under way today by the 
council of national defense with the 
appointment of L. G. Marshall, dean 
of the School of Commerce and Ad- 
ministration 
of 
the 
University of 


Chicago, as chief of a newly created 
section on industrial service. 


The new section will undertake pre- 


liminary investigation of the increas- 
ing number of labor problems arising 
in direct ratio to the growing demand 
for war supplies. This inquiry, it is 
announced, will have four main ob- 
jects: 


To tetermine present and probable 


future demand for labor in war in- 
dustries to determine in connection 
with the priority committee of the 
war industries board the relative pri- 
ority of labor demand: 


Arranged to Supply Demand. 


To arrange for the supplying of the 


demand through the department of 
labor or such other governmental or 
civilian agency as can best meet the 
demand and to determine the means 
of dilution of labor, including- the intro- 
duction of women into industry and 
to recommend policies to be followed 
in regard thereto. 


When the facts have been estab- 


lished in the case of labor shortage 
handicapping any line of industry the 
council will look to representatives of 
the \yorkers to supply available men. 
The section on industrial service will 
have functions 
comparable to the 


duties of the war industries board and 
will bring to the defense^ council di- 
gested," information ifom. all 'govern- 
ment 
departments regarding labor 


questions, hut will not have power to 
take executive action. 


Avoid Suggestion of Conscription. 
Everything suggestive of coersion or 


conscription of labor apparently is be- 
ing avoided by the council. Employ- 
ment agenci' 
of the department of 


labor in successful operation for a 
long time, will be utilized in obtaining 
workers but otherwise it is expected 
that representatives of the workers 
themselves will be relied on to recruit 
the clvilan army needed to back up the 
fighting men The American Federa- 


I tlon of Labor has promised to co- 
operate and will send officials here to 
confer with the council. Semi-oificial 
labor committees attached to the coun- 
cil also will assist 


Except in the case of ship yards and 


railroads it is sold there has been no 
serious shortage of workers as yet in 
any of the'industries directly related to 
military operations, but as the army 
expands and -with it the need for 
munitions and subsistence supplies, it 
is expected that many factories will 
need hundreds of additional men.

FOR TWO MORE LOANS 


Need For Five Billion Dollars 


Likely to Be Met With Call 


For $8,500,000,000 


Washington, JD. C., Nov. :;0.—Early 


ill the session convening next Monday, 
congress must authorize means of col- 
lecting from the American people be- 
tween now and July 1, about five bil- 
lion dollars in addition to the $8,666,- 
000,000 from Liberty bonds already 
authorized but not yet issued, the bil- 
lion dollars or less expected from the 
war savings campaign and about three 
billion dollars from war taxes. 


Most congressional leaders believe 


thu five billion dollars balance must be 
provided principally by Issue of bonds 
and Secretary McAdoo has told mem- 
bers of congress that he heartily fa- 
vored this method. Chairman Kui;ii- 
in. of the house ways and means com- 
mittee, on his return to Washington 
tomorrow, will take up- the question 
immediately and the committee with- 
in a week or two is expected to frame 
a new bond measure. If this plan is 
finally adopted tho country brobably 
will be called on to absorb two or more 
Liberty bond issuei between February 
1 and July 1, a^rr-gatinc more than 
58,i"00,000,000.

EXPERTS TESTIFY IN 
TRIAL MRS. DESAULLES 


Weeks, Disliking 15,000 Word 


Question, Prepares One 


For Prosecution 


Mineola, Nov. 30. — Another mass 


of expert testimony was added today 
to the volume of evidence already in- 
troduced in support of Mrs. Blanca de 
Saulles' claim that she did not know 
what she was doing when she shot her 
divorced husband, John L. DeSaulles, 
in his Long Island home the night of 
Aug. 3. The defense rested at 2:30 
o'clock in the afternoon. 


Because District Attorney Charles 


R. Weeks did not like the phrasing of 
a 15,000 word hypothetical question 
put to alienists by attorneys for the 
defense, he is tonight preparing a 
similar interrogation of equal or great- 
er length which experts on diseases of 
the mind called by the prosecution 
will be asked to answer tomorrow. 


"Weeks insisted the question submit- 


ted by the defense was based entirely 
on testimony favorable to Mrs. De- 
Saulles, 
ignoring altogether state- 


ments made by witnesses on which he 
iS-'depending In largij part ;tp convttt 
thS ytfung Chilean" woman. There was 
considerable argument ,ds to whether 
the interrogation might be revised so 
as to satisfy counsel for both sides, 
but this was finally declared imprac- 
ticable. Justice David 
S. Manning 


ended the controversy by instructing 
the district attorney to frame another 
query, including the 
testimony he 


deems most favorable to his side of 
the case. 


It required an hour and a half to 


read the questions prepared by Mrs. 
DeSaulles' attorney, Henry A. Uter- 
hart. 
Discussion of its points occu- 


pied an additional two hours. With a 
similar procedure to be gone through 
with tomorrow, it seemed probable to- 
night that tho submission of evidence 
in rebuttal would not be finished be- 
fore tomorrow night. 


When attorneys for tho defense rest- 


ed their case, District Attorney Weeks 
immediately began an attack on the 
validity of their claim that Mrs. De- 
Saulles suffered 
a 
ten-day 
"blank 


space" or lapse of memory, which be- 
gan a few moments prior to the t'.me 
she lired tho revolver shot and ending 
when she awoke as a prisoner in the 
Nassau county jail on August 1'J.

MANY UNITS ABROAD 


Movement Accomplishment De- 


spite Hostile Submarines and 


Other Obstacles

With the American Army in France, 


Thursday, 
November 
29.—National 


Guardsmen from every state in the 
union have arrived in France, it in to- 
day permitted to bo announced. They 
are among the troops now training or 
lately arrived. While, it is not per- 
mitted to disclose tho identity of the 
units, it may be said that all those 
which sailed from the United States 
have arrived safely and some already 
are in training within sound of the 
artillery ot'the battle front. 


The Guardsmen have been arriving 


in France for many weeks. They are 
scattered somewhat,'but as far as pos- 
sible those from the same states are 
kept together. 


Announcement of the 
arrival 
in 


France of the First .National Guard 
units gives tho first official notice that 
an extensive troop movement has been 
accomplished, despite hostile subma- 
rines, shortage of troop and supply 
ships, and other obstacles, but with- 
out the loss of a man and without any 
general knowledge of the facts hav- 
ing been disclosed to the country at 
large. 


War department officials were grat- 


ified at General Perishing's decision to 
announce the arrival of tho National 
Guard forces, but permission to pub- 
lish the designations of tho Guard 
units now at the training centers In 
France still is withheld. Unless Gen- 
eral Pershing sees fit to release the 
information, there is n'o present pros- 
pect of its publication. 


Secretary Baker has announced that 


as fast aa men and ships are ready ad- 
ditional forces will by sent 
to ' join 


General Pershing. ,-The regrouping o£ 
National. Armj' divisions, 'made, neces- 
sary by tho use of drafted men' to fill 
uj> depleted National Guard divisions, 
may determine the order of tho first 
National Army units to be sent'over. 
In that regrouping- two National Army 
divisions were formed, one represent- 
ing tho whole eastern section of the 
country, and one all middle states. All 
of the far west is already in the Na- 
tional Army division .at Camp Ijewis, 
American Lake, Wash. 


If the same policy is followed with 


relation to the National Army that has" 
been followed in connection with tho 
National Guard, it scorns likely that 
these three divisions would 
be the 


lirst of the National Army to go over, 
as every state in the 
union

syndicate" controlling gambling and | 
Kraft in the Italian colony of Greater 
New York. Five other men wcro in- 
dicted earlier in the week for murder 
in the llrst degree. It was announced 
that warrants have been issued for the 
17 indicted men, but at a late hour it 
was said none had been arrested. 


In his confession Damlello is quoted 


as having said that tho gang was re- 
sponsible for the murder of Guiseppo 
Dlmarco on Juno 1'S, 191(>, and that 
Lombard!, a bystander, was shot down 
at the same time. Dimello is said to 
have related how Salvatore Pimarco 
set about organizing a gang to avenge 
the death of his brother. Guiseppe. 


When the gang, of which Damiello 


was a member, believed that Salva- 
tore- Dimarco might bo able to carry 
out his threat, according to the report 
of Damiello's confession, they cut his 
throat and threw the body under the 
Queensborough bridge, where it Inter 
was found. 


This was three months after the 


killing of the three other men. 


On tho theory that members'of the 


gang that killed the Dlmarco brothers 
and Lombard!, might also have been 
instrumental in the death of Glanan- 
ari, a political worker, who was shot 
and killed two years ago. District At- 
torney Swann today assigned an as- 
sistant to work this end of the case. 


Tho body of a well dressed Italian 


was found this morning at the foot of 
a staircase. Ho was strangled. Crowds 
passed for hours before it was discov- 


! cred.

TWO LIVES ENDANGERED 


Mr. and >J"g. Maurice Brownell 
of 


Morris Have >'arrow Kgcfipe frojn 
Fatal Injuries When Motor Car or 
'.Thomas Tosh Crashes Into 
Their 


Klg. 
Wednesday night, shortly after 11 


o'clock, while they 
were returning 


from this city to their home, after de- 
livering some turkeys to the local mar- 
ket with a. team and surrey, and taking 
the River street route to avoid motor 
car trallic, Mr. and Mrs. Maurice Brow, 
nell of Morris narrowly escaped seri- 
ous if not fatal injuries when a Ford 
touring car owned and driven by Tho- 
mas Tosh of Cliff street crashed into 
the front of the rig near Parish ave- 
nue, 
throwing Mr. and Mrs. Brownell 


out upon the pavement. 
It occurred 


so quickly that neither Mr. or Mrs. 
Brownell were able to save themselves 
or Mr. Brownell to succeed in efforts 
to sa'-e his wife in the least from the 
fall. 
She was picked in and carried 


into a. house nearby, unconscious from 
the blow upon the head sustained in 
the fall. Dr. Lang attended her and 
while she is suffering still from the in- 
juries to her head and side, it is hop- 
ed that she will have no permanent 
injuries. 
She is temporarily out of 


the Fox Memorial hospital, where she 
is receiving treatment, and will prob- 
ably go today to her home with her 
husband for "the week-end and return 
to the hospital on Monday. Mr. Brow- 
noil is suffering from severe bruises 
and sprained knees, but both 
were 


able to be about yesterday. 


The motor car knocked the horse 


on the right side 
down, crushing a 


j shoulder and otherwise injuring the 
. animal to such an extent that it was 
, put out of its misery by Dr. Brand. 


I who was called. 
The car then struck 


, the verhicle, nearly 
demolishing it, 


, and ran some distance, crashing into 
a telephone pole, which was broken 
practically in two. The car was not 
so badly damaged but what it was 
driven to the business section by the 
police office'rs, who were quickly at the 
spot. 


According to all, including Mr. Tosh, 


he was alone responsible for the acci- 
dent. 
Mr. Brownell saw the motor 


car coming some distance away and 
observing that it was well on his side 
of the street checked the speed of his 
team and turned them to within twd 
or three feet of the curb. He expect- 
ed every instant that the driver of the 
car would observe him, as there was a 
light on his vehicle, and not until the 
crash came did he fully lose confi- 
dence that the driver would turn in 
time to avoid hitting him.
